COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Exactly 
three months from the date of its in­ 
troduction, the state’s big two-year 
budget bill headed for the House floor 
today with passage by majority 
Democrats virtually assured. 
However, minority Republicans, 
unhappy with Democratic cuts in 
higher education, welfare, and other 
scattered areas, were set with floor 
amendments that threatened to 
prolong the deliberations. 


House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Boumeville, objected 
to use of the word “ cuts,” pointing out 
that in each instance, the Democratic 
document provides increases of at 
least 10 per cent over the amounts 
provided state agencies in the current 
budget, covering the biennium ending 
June 30. 


The “ reductions from the governor’s 
budget,” as Shoemaker prefers to 
describe them, totaled about $100 
million in a spending plan submitted 
by GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes to the 
legislature Feb. 3. 
Aside from reducing the overall total 
by $100 million, Democrats also split 
off the transportation budget into a 
separate document—as the legislature 
has done in recent years— so that the 
bill sent to the House floor actually 
totaled $31.7 billion. 
Capital 
im provem ents—new 
buildings, highways, parks, and other 
construction—will be included in a 
third measure to be acted upon later in 
the session. 
Rhodes sent the lawmakers his 
improvements bill Monday, asking 
them to appropriate $642 million for it 
in the next two years—about $27 
million more than 1975-77. 
An assistant to House Speaker 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
confirmed that the Rhodes’ proposal 
will be the vehicle for capital ap­ 
propriations. However, he and other 
Democrats didn’t rule out that there 
would not be changes in it. 
Rhodes proposed spending the 
largest amount for the state supported 
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university system, about $293 million. 
Senators returned trom weexena 
recess Monday night and added their 
unanimous consent to a pair of House 
measures. Both must return to the 
lower chamber for consideration of 
Senate amendments.

Youngstown, won Senate approval of 
one House bill that would allow the 
welfare department to use funds 
available to Ohio— under the federal 
Title XX program—to subsidize utility 
bills of Ohio’s elderly citizens.

purpose, if it can come up with $6 
million in state matching funds to meet 
the federal

Separate legislation is pending in the 
House under which the state would pay 
up to 25 per cent of the elderly’s utility 
bills the next two winters. The Title XX 
bill is among several possible funding 
schemes. The program could cost up to 
$90 million the next two years.

measure to provide that Title XX funds 
also could be used to hire welfare 


recipients in day care centers taking 
care of welfare children. Meshel said 
Ohio could get an additional $10 million 
for that purpose 
Also returned to the House was a 
measure increasing fees charged 
nonresidents fishing in Ohio’s lakes, 
rivers, and streams. 
It raises the annual nonresident fee 
from $10 to $14 and creates a new 
tourist’s license, good for seven days, 
which would sell for $7. Sponsors said 
the bill puts Ohio in line with what 
neighboring states charge Ohio 
residents for the same privilege.

The Rev. Paul Fox, an assistant 
pastor who preached Sunday’s sermon 
after the Rev. Mr. Bast finished his 
remarks, contended the temptation of 
the minister was a direct assault by 
the devil on the congregation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
minimum age has been lowered by one 
day for voting in this year’s primary 
and general elections, Secretary of 
State Ted Brown announced. ; y / 
Under the new ruling, anyone who is 
18 by Nov. 9, the day after election, will 
be allowed to register and vote. 
Brown said his decision was based 
on a study of Ohio law, English 
Common Law, and other states’ 
decisions to determine an exact 
definition of when a person is of voting 
age. 
The question was raised by Joan L. 
Raser of Mansfield whose daughter 
will be 18 on Nov. 9. 
Brown’s legal advisers found a 
variety of opinions dating from 1663 
through 1976 that indicated the day 
after election should be used as the 
deadline. 


TORONTO (A P) - Marijuana 
smokers who think a joint puts them in 
closer touch with other people’s 
feelings are victims of the weed’s 
distorting powers, a study indicates. 


In a test of warmth, empathy and 
genuineness, the stoned persons 
seemed “ phonier” than those who did 
not smoke marijuana, a research team 
reported Monday. 


A few people, however, became 
more communicative, although the 
psychiatrists couldn’t say why. 
The research team headed by Dr. 
David S. Janowski of the University of 
California at San Diego is among the 
first, he said, to explore interpersonal 
effects of marijuana. Other studies 
have tested what happens to in­ 
tellectual powers and mood under the 
dreg’s 
influence 
— 
but 
not 
its 
alteration of friendship or marriage, 
for instance. 


“ One of the reasons we chose 
marijuana,” Janowski told a sessuin of 
the 
American 
Psychiatric 
Association’s 130th Annual Meeting, 
“ is that some therapists told us their 
patients would say, ‘Gee, Doc, why 
don’t you get high with us and see what 
it’s like. You would be so much 


warmer and more empathetic and 
communicative.’” 
Janowski matched 20 male mental 
health workers — all occasional 
marijuana users — with 20 females 
who would play the role of troubled 
partners. Only males can be given 
marijuana experimentally under 
federal guidelines. 
Each couple held a 25-minute in­ 
terview, with the woman talking about 
a difficult time in her life and the man 
attempting to be helpful. I^ater, the 
male “therapist” smoked a cigarette, 
which in half the cases was marijuana 
and in the other half an inactive 
substitute, and a second 25-minute 
interview was held. 
After each talk, both partners filled 
out 
questionnaires 
designed 
to 
measure traits such as genuineness, 
warmth, empathy, acceptance of the 
other person. 
Sample questions given the women 
included whether: “ He respected me,” 
“ He cared for me,” “ He wanted to 
understand how I see things" and “ He 
was truly interested in me.” 
In addition, a third person watched 
videotapes of the 25-minute sessions 
and rated the therapist-smoker using a 
psychological yardstick called the 
Raskin Empathy Scale.

Red Trawler 
Captain Fined 
In Boston 


BOSTON (AP) - The first Soviet 
fishing trawler seized for violating the 
new 200-mile limit is scheduled to go 
back to work in the North Atlantic this 
week after its captain pleaded guilty to 
breaking American laws. 
The skipper, Aleksandr Gupalov, 
was given a nine-month suspended 
sentence and fined $10,000 Monday in 
U.S. District Court. The Soviet 
government agreed to pay the United 
States an additional $240,000 in other 
fines. 
The captain's sentence was on a 
cr iminal charge of violating his fishing 
vessel’s permit. The Soviet govern­ 
ment was fined in a civil action which 
the U.S. government brought against it 
as owner of the ship. 
The captain’s plea cleared the way 
for the release of the 275-foot Taras 
Shevchenko. The ship and its crew 
have been confined to the Coast Guard 
base on Boston Harbor since the vessel 
was seized April 10 off Nantucket 
Island. 
The ship was taken for catching 
more than its limit of river herring. 
When it was brought to Boston, all 
the ship’s cargo of frozen fish was 
unloaded to be weighed. On Friday, 
longshoremen began putting the legal 
part of the catch back aboard. 
Gupalov appeared before Judge 
Andrew Caffrey, the same judge who 
blocked settlement of the case Friday 
by refusing to accept a plea of no 
contest by the skipper. 
Thomas Edwards, the Russians’ 
lawyer, said the ship would leave 
Boston as soon as the cargo was 
reloaded. 
After he pleaded guilty, the captain 
stood in the courtroom and said 
through an interpreter: “ I did not 
intentionally violate the laws of the 
United States.”

TORONTO (AP) - Marijuana 
smokers who think a joint puts them in 
closer touch with other people’s 
feelings are victims of the weed’s 
distorting powers, a study indicates. 


In a test of warmth, empathy and 
genuineness, the stoned persons 
seemed “phonier” than those who did 
not smoke marijuana, a research team 
reported Monday. 


A few people, however, became 
more communicative, although the 
psychiatrists couldn’t say why. 
The research team headed by Dr. 
David S. Janowski of the University of 
California at San Diego is among the 
first, he said, to explore interpersonal 
effects of marijuana. Other studies 
have tested what happens to in­ 
tellectual powers and mood under the 
drug’s 
influence 
— 
but 
not 
its 
alteration of friendship or marriage, 
for instance. 


“One of the reasons we chose 
marijuana,” Janowski told a session of 
the 
American 
Psychiatric 
Association’s 130th Annual Meeting, 
“is that some therapists told us their 
patients would say, ‘Gee, Doc, why 
don’t you get high with us and see what 
it’s like. You would be so much 


warmer and more empathetic and 
communicative.’” 
Janowski matched 20 male mental 
health workers — all occasional 
marijuana users — with 20 females 
who would play the role of troubled 
partners. Only males can be given 
marijuana experimentally under 
federal guidelines. 
Each couple held a 25-minute in­ 
terview, with the woman talking about 
a difficult time in her life and the man 
attempting to be helpful. Later, the 
male “therapist” smoked a cigarette, 
which in half the cases was marijuana 
and in the other half an inactive 
substitute, and a second 25-minute 
interview was held. 
After each talk, both partners filled 
out 
questionnaires 
designed 
to 
measure traits such as genuineness, 
warmth, empathy, acceptance of the 
other person. 
Sample questions given the women 
included whether: “He respected me,” 
“He cared for me,” “He wanted to 
understand how I see things” and “He 
was truly interested in me.” 
In addition, a third person watched 
videotapes of the 25-minute sessions 
and rated the therapist-smoker using a 
psychological yardstick called the 
Raskin Empathy Scale.

Red Trawler 
Captain Fined 
In Boston 


BOSTON (AP) - The first Soviet 
fishing trawler seized for violating the 
new 200-mile limit is scheduled to go 
back to work in the No-th Atlantic this 
week after its captain pleaded guilty to 
breaking American laws. 
The skipper, Aleksandr Gupalov, 
was given a nine-month suspended 
sentence and fined $10,000 Monday in 
U.S. District Court. The Soviet 
government agreed to pay the United 
States an additional $240,000 in other 
fines. 
The captain’s sentence was on a 
criminal charge of violating his fishing 
vessel’s permit. The Soviet govern­ 
ment was fined in a civil action which 
the U.S. government brought against it 
as owner of the ship. 
The captain’s plea cleared the way 
for the release of the 275-foot Taras 
Shevchenko. The ship and its crew 
have been confined to the Coast Guard 
base on Boston Harbor since the vessel 
was seized April IO off Nantucket 
Island. 
The ship was taken for catching 
more than its limit of river herring. 
When it was brought to Boston, all 
the ship’s cargo of frozen fish was 
unloaded to be weighed. On Friday, 
longshoremen began putting the legal 
part of the catch back aboard. 
Gupalov appeared before Judge 
Andrew Caffrey, the same judge who 
blocked settlement of the case Friday 
by refusing to accept a plea of no 
contest by the skipper. 
Thomas Edwards, the Russians’ 
lawyer, said the ship would leave 
Boston as soon as the cargo was 
reloaded. 
After he pleaded guilty, the captain 
stood in the courtroom and said 
through an interpreter: “I did not 
intentionally violate the laws of the 
United States."

Depression is a downward change in 
mood. It is more a matter of being 
depressed than of being unhappy The 
depth of depression can change from 
mild sadness to a deep sense of futility. 


The depressed person exhibits 
marked loss in all pleasurable outlets, 
such as work, food, sex, friends. He 
may be withdrawn, immobilized or 
agitated, having problems falling 
asleep and also awakening early in the 
morning. He also has thoughts of 
suicide. At tunes depression is hard to 
recognize, when the person’s only 
complaints are physical, such as 
backaches, headaches. Excessive 
drinking may be encountered. 


As long as the term "depression” is 
connected exclusively with the concept 
of mental illness, there is a natural 
reluctance on the part of the depressed 
person to reveal his feelings to the 
doctor, family, or friends. To do so is a 
frightening, embarrassing sign of 
weakness. The person feels there is 
already something wrong with him as 
a person. Associating his suffering 
with a psychiatric disorder causes a 
further loss of self-esteem and in­ 
creases his feeling of humiliation and 
futility. 


A person faced with the loss of 
something or someone he values often 
experiences depression. Depression is 
a normal and necessary reaction to 
certain kinds of stress, especially 
those that involve a blow to one’s

At the regular meeting of the Paint 
Valley Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation Board on April 20, the 
board reviewed and approved the 
fiscal year 1978 budget for the board 
and contract agencies. 
The Scioto-Paint Valley Mental 
Health Center is the contract agency of 
the Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation Board which provides 
decentralized mental health services 
in all five counties through satellite 
clinics. Their budget request for 
$887,479 was approved. In addition, the 
proposed 
Edgewood 
Children’s 
Treatment Center received approval 
of a request for $166.835 to provide 
outreach counseling services through 
local mental health clinic locations and 
residential treatment for children ages 
10-14. 
The Pike County Drug Council’s 
budget was approved for $46,098 and 
the Paint Valley Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation Board is budgeted 
at $175,592. 
Funds to support this budget come 
from various sources, which include 
Federal, 12 per cent; Title XX and 
other fees for services, 26 per cent;

Depression is a downward change in 
mood. It is more a m atter of being 
depressed than of being unhappy. The 
depth of depression can change from 
mild sadness to a deep sense of futility. 


The depressed person exhibits 
marked loss in all pleasurable outlets, 
such as work, food, sex, friends. He 
may be withdrawn, immobilized or 
agitated, having problem s falling 
asleep and also awakening early in the 
morning. He also has thoughts of 
suicide. At times depression is hard to 
recognize, when the person’s only 
complaints are physical, such as 
backaches, headaches. Excessive 
drinking may be encountered. 


As long as the term “depression” is 
connected exclusively with the concept 
of mental illness, there is a natural 
reluctance on the part of the depressed 
person to reveal his feelings to the 
doctor, family, or friends. To do so is a

weakness. The person feels there is 
already something wrong with him as 
a person. Associating his suffering 
with a psychiatric disorder causes a 
further loss of self-esteem and in­ 
creases his feeling of humiliation and 
futility.

This film was 
turned down by network executives in 
1965, but won the International Hugo 
Award for the best science fiction 
movie in 1966. Shortly after that, “Star 
Trek,” was picked up by NBC, and ran 
as a weekly television series for two 
and one half seasons. 
When questioned about the up­ 
coming full length “Star Trek” film, 
Roddenberry commented that neither 
he nor the cast is satisfied with the 
present script. The actors want the 
movie to be perfect and not to be a 
quick money making film with little 
depth. ‘‘If you care about what you’re 
doing, you don’t care about the mdney. 
You do what’s in your heart,” added 
Roddenberry. The movie will begin 
production sometime this fall, with all 
of the original cast members retur­ 
ning. 
Roddenberry stated that if the “Star 
Trek” movie is an overwhelming 
success and the network executives 
wanted to return it to their regular 
line-up, it would not be a weekly show. 
Ninety minute “Star Trek” specials 
would be created so that each one 
would be a perfection and not a facade 
of the original "Star Trek.” He is 
concerned that people win consider the 
new “Star Trek” movie as competition 
with the original ‘ ‘Star Trek’ ’ episodes, 
since films are more flexible than 
television shows on the parts of cen­ 
soring and budgets.

Probably the most important floor 
action in the Senate this week was 
passage of Amended House Bill 12. 
This bill creates an Office of Civilian 
Conservation in the Ohio Department 
of Natural Resources. This new office 
will develop civilian conservation 
work programs which must, by law, be 
concerned with either the con­ 
servation, 
development 
and 
management of natural resources and 
recreational areas or with developing 
related community programs. 
Amended House Bill 12 is intended to 
reduce unemployment and crime 
among young adults, to increase the 
future employability of such persons 
and to deal with pressing conservation 
and environmental concerns of the 
State. In several respects, the bill is 
similar to the Civilian Conservation 
Corps program of the 1930’s. 
The bill was designed to take ad­ 
vantage of federal funds which are 
expected to cover the costs of these 
programs. The programs cannot be 
started until the federal grants are 
received by the state. 
Senator Collins is especially pleased 
to note that “One of the first programs 
should specifically deal with the 
Appalachian Ohio Region.” 
This legislation also contains a 
“sunset clause” which states that the 
office and its programs will cease 
operation after five years unless the 
legislature specifically votes to renew 
their operations and their funding. 
Such “sunset clauses” are one way of 
attempting to slow down the rapid 
growth of state agencies which often 


are 
able 
to 
operate 
with 
little 
legislative supervision. These clauses 
may appear in other legislation going 
through the Ohio General Assemly this 
year. Among other legislation passed 
by the Senate this week was Amended 
Substitute Senate Bill 55, which 
eliminated the jury duty exemption for 
contributing members of the National 
Guard. 


The Commerce and I^abor Com­ 
mittee has just begun its hearings on 
Senate Bill 222, collective bargaining 
for public employees. As we noted 
earlier, this is probably one of the lour 
most important bills before the 
legislature this session and its 
progress will also be followed closely 
in the weeks to come.

But they’ll be a 
powerful bloc whenever they want to 
be, and I think we’ll see constant 
pressure for more benefits if forced to 
retire, and the application of political 
pressure to keep their jobs.” 
And, Dr. Lect believed, there 
demands will be supported by those 
workers who are footing the bills: 
“The taxes of even young trainees are 
growing too burdensome. 
"I think we’ll see a strong movement 
to drop compulsory retirement — and 
about time. There has been a semi­ 
myth that people lose their adap­ 
tability at a fixed chronological age, 
and the myth has been exploded. Not 
only is there no evidence of ossification 
in older people, there is evidence that 
many, perhaps a majority, are just as 
strong and certainly wiser in their 60s 
than they were before. So we’re losing 
not only experience but wisdom with 
compulsory retirement.” 
Futurists are seeking answers on 
how to incorporate the “elderly” into 
the system, while still providing jobs 
for the young and middle-aged. Among 
the suggested answers are shorter 
work weeks for all (establishment of 
“Thank God It’s Thursday” clubs), 
and the formation of new and much- 
needed working careers in human 
services. 
With the growing bulge of people 
over 50, for example, millions of 
Americans could be employed in 
retirement villages, health spas, 
recreation centers, educational parks 
. . . and, in the coming era of less work

established, leisure technicians, to 
plan and carry out the needs and 
demands of growing generations who 
will remain lively and vital into their 
eighties and nineties.

Speaking Of Your Health

Our son, 16, is putting pressure on us 
to approve of his smoking cigarettes. 
He has more statistics at his fingertips 
than an encyclopedia about the 
number of milligrams of tar in each 
cigarette. Do these figures really 
matter? 
Mrs. C. F., Maine 


Dear M rs.F.: 
The 
competition 
between 
manufacturers of cigarettes is, in 
many instances, based on the number 
of mg. of tar and the number of mg. of 
nicotine in each cigarette. 
I wonder if people who read these 
figures are aware of the insignificance 
and how little they matter in terms of 
the possible danger that lies ahead for 
the cigarette smoker. 


When the Surgeon General deter­ 
mined that “cigarette smoking is 
dangerous to your health” it was not 
just the tars and the nicotine that were 
taken into consideration. 
The beat of the burning cigarette and 
the damage of the delicate lining of the 
entire bronchial tree of the lungs are 
just as important. The combination of 
hot smoke and polluted smoke are 
additional factors shown by scientists 
to do damage to the lungs. 
You must not allow yourself to be 
pressured into approving of your son’s 


smoking based on the statistics he 
quotes. 
Recently, I wrote an article for a 
publication specifically geared to the 
total needs of the adolescent. In it I 
said, “Sooner or later everyone who 
smokes wants to stop. So why start? If 
you don’t believe that you’re going to 
want to stop smoking just take a look 
at all the adults around you who 
smoke. Isn’t it true that just about 
every one of them has been trying to 
kick the habit’? It’s not easy to quit. 
Just ask them if they’re sorry they 
ever started. 
“Had they known what you and your 
friends now know about the dangers of 
smoking, they would tell you they 
never would have taken that first 
drag.” 
Would you tell this to your son and 
see if it helps him come to a more 
sensible conclusion that numbers, as 
he quotes them, mean nothing, but the 
health does mean something. 
Ask him if he thinks that smoking 
tobacco is worth sacrificing years of 
good health, a fully productive life, and 
the limitless joys of living. 
Tell him, too, that the easiest way to 
give up smoking is not to begin at all. 
Sooner or later, his classmates will 
envy the ones who are intelligent 
enough to resist the first cigarette.

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NEW YORK (AP) - One thousand 
days after his resignation, Richard M. 
Nixon, Watergate and secret tapes are 
before the American public again for a 
revival of yesterday’s scandals. 
Transcripts of unpublished tapes, 
showing Nixon’s involvement in the 
scandal and in hush money payments 
earlier than was known before, blos­ 
somed 
Sunday 
in 
two 
leading 
newspapers and two weekly news 
magazines. 
The new accounts added only small 
pebbles to the Watergate rockslide 
that forced Nixon’s resignation in 
August 1974. But they served to focus 
interest in his first television interview 
on the subject since then. 
The interview, paid-fer and con­ 
ducted by television personality David 
Frost, airs Wednesday over 145 
stations. Nixon reportedly received 
$600,000 plus a share of the profits for 
his participation. 
The same tape transcripts that 
surfaced in the New York Times, the 
Washington Post, Time and Newsweek 
magazines were used by Frost when 
the interviews were taped last month 
in California. Nixon expressed sur­ 
prise that Frost had them. 
“It hasn’t been published yet?” 
Nixon asked whn Frost quoted from 
one taped conversation. 
“No,” Frost replies. “I think it’s 
available to anybody who consults the 
records.” 
Time magazine, in a lengthy account 
of the nearly 29 hours Nixon answered 
Frost’s questions, quotes the former 
President as saying his immediate 
actions after the burglary June 17, 
1972, at the Watergate offices of the 
Democratic party were designee “not 
to try to cover up a criminal action” 
but to contain the scandal for political 
reasons. 
“We weren’t going to allow people in 
the White House, people in the (re­ 
election) committee at the highest 
levels who were not involved to be 
smeared by the whole thing,” Nixon is 
quoted. 
Time concedes “some brief crucial 
moments of this taping have been kept 
in strictest secrecy by Frost.” Indeed, 
one question surely asked — why 
Nixon didn’t destroy those damaging 
tapes — is mentioned nowhere in the 
magazine's account. 
The interview, first of four to be 
aired in succeeding weeks, is sure to 
regenerate some Watergate passions. 
Newsweek, which also devoted this 
week’s cover story to Nixon-Frost — 
but apparently not with the Lame 
access to the taping sessions as Time 
— announced former Watergate 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski has agreed 
to write a “factual response” in next 
week’s issue.

Goldschm idt Explains 
City Council Actions

C ircleville 
Councilman 
David 
Goldsc hmidt today said a letter to the 
editor signed by Esther M. Isaac that 
appeared in Monday’s edition of The 
Herald was “ half factual” . 


“ She is using total city monies, not 
the money in the general fund,” the 
chairman of council's finance com­ 
mittee said. According to Gold­ 
schmidt, council can designate how 
the money is spent only from the 
general fund, capital improvement 
fund and the $5 permissive motor 
vehicle tax fund. 


The permissive tax revenue is used 
for maintenance of city streets and 
capital improvement for streets, 
buildings, lighting, parks but not for 
wages, he said. 


Goldschmidt admitted council did 
not appropriate as much money as the 
county auditor certified there would be 
available this year. The total ap­ 
propriation this year was in the 
amount 
of $1.979.0P°..50 while the 
auditor’s amended certificate was for 
$2,734,296.52. 
Goldschmidt explained the ap­ 
propriation had to be made this year 
before the amended certificate was 
completed by the county auditor. 
Therefore, the appropriations were 
purposely low. ‘‘We shorted the police 
and fire department salary accounts 
$66,000 each because of this,” he said. 
“ It was our intentions to amend the 
annual appropriation ordinance when 
the certificate was filed by the Auditor, 
but this union thing came up and we 
decided to wait until it was settled 
before making the necessary ad­ 
ditional appropriations," he said. 
Goldschmidt also pointed out the city 
does have a capital improvement plan. 


The street improvement program will 
be 
financed 
out 
of 
capital 
im­ 
provements and the past winter was 
particularly hard on the streets he 
noted. He also pointed out that a major 
improvement for Ohio Street is for­ 
thcoming and part of this will come 
from the capital improvement fund. 
In answer to the letter, the coun­ 
cilman also said the firm of l^tbor 
Relations Bureau Inc. was employed 
by the city on the advice of city 
solicitor John Adkins who said he had 
no expertise in the field of labor 
relations and negotiations. The firm 
will not only advise the city in its 
negotiations but will also conduct a job 
survey and classification. 
He noted the letter writer was 
correct in saying that a public hearing 
must be held before Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds may be spent but that is 
a new rule affecting the most recently 
received funds for 1977. 
The money used to pay the firm for 
the survey is from last year’s federal 
revenue sharing fund when the rule 
was not in effect. 
As to a question in the letter as to 
why some part time employes have 
paid 
vacations, 
insurance 
and 
holidays, he said that he was not aware 
this was happening. 
In closing his answers, Goldschmidt 
emphasized that council is forbidden 
by state law to spend more money than 
it will receive. 
Since negotiations have not been 
started between the union and the city, 
he noted he could not say what the 
demands of the city employes will be. 
But he said that council had offered a 
six per cent salary increase which he 
said was turned down by the city 
employes.

Goldschmidt today said a letter to the 
editor signed by Esther M. Isaac that 
appeared in Monday’s edition of The 
Herald was “half factual”. 


“She is using total city monies, not 
the money in the general fund,” the 
chairman of council’s finance com­ 
m ittee said. According to Gold­ 
schmidt, council can designate how 
the money is spent only from the 
general fund, capital improvement 
fund and the $5 permissive motor 
vehicle tax fund. 


The permissive tax revenue is used 
for maintenance of city streets and 
capital improvement for streets, 
buildings, lighting, parks but not for 
wages, he said. 
Goldschmidt admitted council did 
not appropriate as much money as the 
county auditor certified there would be 
available this year. The total ap­ 
propriation this year was in the 
amount of $1,979,092.50 while the 
auditor’s amended certificate was for 
$2,734,2%.52. 
Goldschmidt explained the ap­ 
propriation had to be made this year 
before the amended certificate was 
completed by the county auditor. 
Therefore, the appropriations were 
purposely low. “We shorted the police 
and fire department salary accounts 
$66,000 each because of this,” he said. 
“It was our intentions to amend the 
annual appropriation ordinance when 
the certificate was filed by the Auditor, 
but this union thing came up and we 
decided to wait until it was settled 
before making the necessary ad­ 
ditional appropriations,” he said.
